Legislative Do-NottaingiBm. 

Thr^e ii|6|ith's have transpired since the 
representative wisdom of the colony were 
convened to deliberate on public affairs. 
Thirty-thrHe sittings of the Assembly have 
tal<en place. A large amount of eloquence 
has been expended. Considerable parlia> 
mentary duelling has been done. Buttles 
have been foaglit nnd won. Public men and 
pablio measures liavo been ilescaiitei! on ; 
and the world of Vancouver Island lias been 
expected lo look in with exultant ndmiration 
at the noble eliorts of maiden statesman tu 
lift the car of state^ oat .^(^fp the Slough of 
Despond, and start it' on a' track less' miry 
and slippery than that oh which it has been 
driven at a snail's pace. Whether expecta- 
tions have been met by admiration may be 
gravely doiibteJ,exeept by admiration of the 
genius of legislation that occupies three 
months in doinj; next to nothing. It may 
b.B.lbl.' the nbsiriir.!' •!-'»..■■.!;«-'.''' I' hs still clini; 
to the slippery track, think it the beat policy 
lo remain ni statu quo, for being long accus- 
tomed to do nolliin;^, they may imagine that 
they liavi) brought that branch uf biisiness to 
perfection. 

What liltlehas been done at thirty-three sit- 
tings has been done by Reformers.^ Not a sol-_ ijjnj 
"itairy measure has yet been done by the Ob 
structives. Point to anything e.xcept ubstruct- 
id'i measures of vital importance. 'J'wo 
bdls, the Stove Pipe Bill and Oaths Bill, the 
only two bills after three mdnth's'''delib'era 
tion that have yet pas.sed the House, have 
been introduced and piloted through by Re- 
formers. The nipping of the Stamp scheme 
in the bud, defining the public highway.s, 
the address to reduce the price of land, the 
calling for pul)iic accounts, and informnlion 
as to the actual conditioii of llie colony, the 
iemo«al of Indians, and sundry minor mea- 
sures, have all been tione by Reformers. 
And yet not a solitary item of useful lef^isla- 
tion has been eflected by the Obstructives. 
£ven the Committee on the price of public 
surveys called for by Obstructives, ended in 
smoke. And when information was asked 
for by 'them, as regards the town-sito sales, 
our gracious chief miigistrate discovered 
sundry pressing duties to perform in the 
sister Colony. A remarkable public record 
is that of the anti-progressives. Doubtless 
tliov will apply the fla.tering unction to their 
soul.s, that " Rome was not built in a day," 
and that that is a good and sufficient rea- 
son why the public business should bo ob- 
structed still longer. Such piddling le;;isla- 
tion might entitle them to a niche in the 
temple of fame;' did they r.ot deserve the 
withdrawal of the entire ponfidefice. ^f the 
oouotr;. ,AII having the iaterestof the coun- 
try at,iiearVeither;in. the: Legislature or out 
of it, might well feel disgusted at the very 
thought of passing another year doing no- 
thing, as the last two years were spent. 
View it from any point you pleaserrview 
it any way you please — a thorough over- 
haul of the ship of stale is necessary, 
before ever we can attain to anything savor- 
ing of progress or .system. The Ob.structive 
worthies who have their heads in the gov- 
ernment crib will neither eat, nor sulJcr 
others to eat, and from all ajjpenranccs will 
sit as an incubus on the body politic till 
public opinion forces them either to resign 
or bend to its will. 

' ,:What the Council is or hfis be^n doing it 
isdifiioult to teli,a8 the doors of that oligar- 
chical institution are clo.'^ed to public intru- 
lioii. Neither press nor people can enter 
within the exclusive circle, But as no. bill 
has yet been sent down lo the Assembly, it 
may bo safely concluded that they nto 
Iarr(!(i with the Miine slick. To put llie 
legislation of tlweo muntiis before llio 
country, it may be sutntniid up in what the 
refornierK havi; done. The Council, tidlhiiig ; 
till' (Jovcrntjr iiliM'iit • and even the Sneaker 
knew not who adtniiiiiliiri'il the Cov(!rMini'nt 
ill his nbsi'iice. Such jinigri'ss a.-* tlii.s coiiiil 
not by any stretch of imagination be culled 
Other than do-nothingism. 



ViNEOAR vs. Molasses. — The coolent 
piece of assurance ever perpetrated in Brit- 
ish Columbia was lately done at New West- 
minster, the day after the Queen's birth-day. 
It appears that His Excellency Gov. Doug- 
las — now absent from this colony, to its 
serious detriment — wished to "soft sawder" 
the denizens of Westminster to overlook his 
two years' misgovornment, and take the 
right-about-face, and say — Great is Ma- 
homet, and we are thy obedient people." 
In pursuance of so grand a piece of state 
policy, all the elite of the city received invi- 
tations bearing the vioe-regal arms, to 
make an excursion on the Queen's birth- 
day, as guests, on board the steamer Maria, 
to Pitt liivor. Very naturally such graoious 
condescension was accepted, as an honor to 
our illustrious Queen, but not to Gov. Doug' 
las, as the sequel will show. The excur- 
sion was enjoyed, and the party returned. 
No doubt His Excellency thought the West- 
minsterites bad been an'octuaWy stcamhoated, 
in the Yankee sense of the word. It 
turned out, however, next morning, that 
some one else was steamboated, and 
that all the molasses sweets had changed 
to vinegar. For the people, having done 
due honor to Her Majesty, and being full of 
zeal lo do still greater honor, presented His 
Excellency next morning with a petition 
asking Her iMajesty to remove him from the 
Governorship of British Columbia, because 
unfitted for the position. Never, perlia[is, 
w re the blandishments of vice-royalty be- 
stowed on a more ungrateful, though never, 
perhaps, on a more loyal or more pairioiic 
people. It was certainly the coolest thing 



of all. Were wo absolute ruler, we would 
henceforth mark the Queen's birthday nut 
of the calendar of British Columbia, and 
thus punish^ the people by not allowing 
them an annual opportunity to go steamboat-

It must be 
perfectly plain to all, that either by acci- 
dent or design, we are liable at any moment 
to bo visited by (ire, nnd without a siillicient 
supjdy of water our firemen could do noth- 
ing. There are only three ci.-tcriis in tlie 
whole town that could be made avaihible in 
such an event, and these are so small that 
tlipy woulil be pumped out in a short time. 
.Many people imagine that it would be an 
easy matter to force the watef frpm.lhe 
harbor to any distance J and .so.indeed^it 
would be,' if we bad a, large.inujnber.,of en- 
gines and plenty of hpse; but with ourpres; 
ent force, little good could be done with 
water diawn from the Bay, unless tha con- 
flagration is in its almost immediate vicinity. 
Before our citizens will be renlly safe .''r'ji;! 
the ravages of llie devouring eleineiit, at 
least a dozen cisterns aie reiiiiired in va- 
rious parts of the town, and tlit'V can be 
cnnslriiCled at a comparatively small cost. 
The expense would be a mere tritie upon 
each householder, and once built, they will 
last for years. • ' '

A FuENCH W.ui FiliGATE,— A " blinded" 
frij»ale of cnn-mous dimensions is to be 
laiuiclied soon from the naval dock yard of 
Cherbourg, the ninth or tenth of these iron- 
coated men-of-war constructed for the 
French navy. So sure is the naval depart- 
ment of the utility of this new system, and 
of the utter worihlossness of the wooden 
ships in presence of rided cannon, that the 
system is to be almost e.volusively applied 
hereafter to the conslrucliou of all men-of- 
war. In effect, what chan.j.e wpuld tLere 
be for a wooden .vessel in, p!:§li9lj^, of fortj^ 
or fifty breach-loading rifled cannon of enor- 
innus calibre, carryinf; four thousand yards, 
firiiii; ten shot.-i a niiMUte, and throwing 
hollow and e.\plosive bulla of a feiirfully 
destructive force ! Any vo.i.'irtl willinnt the 
new iran"ijlttfa!>i*-would certainly be promptly 
sunk the first lime she found herself iiihIit 
the fire of the moxlern cannrfn. A new m;ule 
of warfare would then ensue ; vessels woultl 
attempt to run each other down, and in 
these terrible colli.>;ions the two wonhl sink 
tooelher oltener than one alone, for it is im- 
possible, or at least improbable, that the 
vessel which .-strikes should not havi; her 
bow opened and her engines broken. The 
perspective is therefore as gloomy for oiin 
as for the other, and naval warfare appears 
to be appioachiiifx that i'drulili'in ol perlec- 
tioii in which it will bi'roini! iiiipo.-i.sible, in 
view of its dosli uctiveiie.ss. When reiliu-cil 
to the proportions of bnttering-rains, whore 
Ihc whole conte.'it will consist in which one 
can send the other to the boilorti with all on 
board, and in which botti are probable to j^o 
under, there will be sonielhinf; so appaling 
in it that humanity will .anLri^est some mode 
of prevt'iitinj; such baibarous ,iiid whidesale 
slanshler of human life. Is it not -a little 
curious that as art and civilization advance, 
war is to cease, not by the greater elevation 
of the human mind, but by its ptogres.-i in 
Ihc art of killin<'.
